To the extent the EBI 
cannot establish such a nexus, it shall release the previously withheld records. In all 
other respects, both parties' cross-motions for summary judgment are DENIED. 

It is further ORDERED that Plaintiffs' motion for sanctions, Dkt. 114 , is DENIED. 

As explained on the record, the Court concludes that Plaintiffs have failed to identify 
any pleading or representation made to this Court for an improper purpose or without 
support and, in any event, have failed to make the type of prima facie showing of 
misconduct necessary to trigger an obligation by the Department of Justice to rebut 
Plaintiffs' allegations, particularly to the extent those allegations turn on the 
deliberative communications between the U.S. Attorney's Office and the Office of the 
Solicitor General. 

It is further ORDERED that the parties' cross-motions for summary judgment, Dkt. 

123,126 , and Plaintiffs' motion for declaratory and injunctive relief, Dkt. 124 , are 
hereby DENIED without prejudice. The parties may renew these motions pursuant to 
the schedule outlined below. 

It is further ORDERED that the following briefing schedule shall govern further 
proceedings in this case: Defendant shall file a motion for summary judgment on all 
remaining issues on or before August 2, 2019; Plaintiffs shall file a combined
